Washington Report That Ships 


Washington, D. C., April 1.—[{Special.]— 
„Wo will not grant the dalay that Spain has 
asked for,” said Hugh Belknap of Chicago. 
Congress is ready to act. All the President 
has to do is to at once advise officially of 
Spain’s reply and we will take the respon- 
sibility off his hands. The Cortes will not 
meet until: May 4, and, if the Queen wishes 
to refer to them, it is her business to call 
them together. The President has request- 
ed us to wait until Monday, and, if he does 
not act then, we will.“ ‘ 

The time has come to act,” said Repre- 
sentative Mann of Illinois. “ We were bet- 
ter prepared for war two weeks ago than 


‘we are today; we are better prepared today 


than we will be two weeks, hence. Why? 
Because every day we delay we give Spain 
a chance to strengthen herself. When it 
Was learned that the Maine was blown up 
by a Spanish torpedo planted for that pur- 
pose war began.

Waanington, D. C., April 1.—[Speeial.]—

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Torpedo boat Azor, of 120 tons, Com- 
mander R. de Egguino; has a crew of 26. 

Torpedo boat Ariete, of 120 tons, Com- 
mander M. Somoza; has a crew of 26. 

These boats are the pick of the Spanish 
torpedo flotilla. They represent the very 
latest developments in torpedo boat design, 


time the most notable vessel of its kind in 
the world. This little craft is a torpedo 
boat proper as distinguished from the later 
destroyers. It was built to the order of 
the Spanish government in 1887 by Thorny- 
croft of London, and on its trial trip broke 
all existing records by maintaining a speed 
of 26.1 knots per hour. 

This was considered phénomenal at the 
time and remained for several years the 
record speed for a steam vessel. Indeed, it . 
was not until such large vessels as the 
Havock and Hornet made their appearance 
in 1898 that its performance was surpassed. 
The Ariete is 147% feet long and of 07 tons 
displacement. It has 1,600 horse-power and 
carries an armament.of four 8-pounder 
rapid-fire guns. It is provided with two 
torpedo tubes. 

Of the other torpedo boats the Agor is a 
larger boat, of 108 tons. It has the same 
horse-power, but two knots less speed. Its 
armament is the.same, but it carries an ad- 
ditional torpedo tube. This boat was built 
by Yarrow of London in 1887. The boats are 
designated as first class, and are comparable 
in speed and equipment with similar boats 
in other navies. 

The strength of the flotilla lies in its new 


destroyers. The destroyer is an 


torpedo boat provided with sufficient size 
and power to enable it to keep the sea with 
a fighting fleet—something that the torpedo 
boat cannot do. In the course of the Eng- 
lish naval maneuvers it was soon discovered 
that the high speed of the torpedb boat was 
strictly a fair weather speed, and naval 
constructors realized that greater weight, 
Sine, and power were necessary to render 
these little craft serviceable anywhere out- 
side of sheltered waters. At the same time 
the enormous increase in the torpedo boat 
flotillas of other European navies necessi- 
tated some defensive action against them, 
a Great Britain resolvéd to build a fleet 
vessels of from 300 to 400 tons displace- 
ment, armed with powerful guns, which 
would be capable of running down and de- 
stroying torpedo craft. Hence the name 
destroyers.” 
The Furor and Terror were launched in 
1806. They are 220 feet long, 22 feet beam, 


and B% feet draft, with a displacement of 


880 tons and a Speed of 28knots. They have 
twin engines of 6,000 horse- power and bunk- 
er capacity for 100 tons of coal, There are 
two torpedo tubes and the complement of 
men is 67. The armament is heavy—too 
heavy according to the ideas of our own 
designers—consisting of two 12pounder 
rapi@-fire guns, two 6-pounders; and two 1- 
The 12-pounder fires a 8-inch shell 


and one of them, the Ariete, was at one 


ship afloat. 
The arrival of the flotilla at Puerto Rico 


was not looked for until two days hence and 


the gratification at the news of its having 
reached its destination was therefore all the 
greater. No official announcement has been 
made yet of its arrival, but everybody— 
politicians, statesmen, soldiers, financiers, 
and government officials—is at the pres- 
ent moment in the act of rejoicing and exult- 
ing over the arrival of the flotilla. 

Today has witnessed the accession of an- 
other powerful vessel to the Spanish navy, 
the Italian government having sold the big 
Italian cruiser Charles Albert, 6,400 tons, 
with a speed of twenty knots, and carrying 


a crew of 800 men. Its beam is no less than 


00 feet, and it carries a very heavy arma- 
ment, besides five torpedo tubes. The Span- 
ish government seems to have experienced 
no difficulty in paying the amount,-which, I 
hear, has amounted to $2,500,000, and the 
transfer of the ship to the Spanish govern- 
ment has at the present hour already been 
made or will be made at latest early tomor- 


row morning. ' 


Spain declares that the entire country is

FRANCE MAY HELP SPAIN. 


Long Cable Message Received for the 
French Minister Which May Mean 
New Complications. 


New York, April 1.—[{Special. }—The Jour- 
nal tomorrow will say: 

At 6:30 o’clock last night a cable message 
from the French government to the French 
Ambassador at Washington for communica- 
tion to President McKinley began coming 
over the wires. Hardly had this message 
in cipher begun when there was.a message 
from the Spanish government at Madrid 
started to Befior Polo y Bernabe, the Span- 
ish. Minister at Washington. For hours 
these two messages ran. So fast were they 
coming shortly before midnight that it was 
found necessary to put on additional opera-

MILITIA STRENGTH .OF NATION. 


Ten Million Men Available for Volun- 
teer Service and a Valuable | 
Adjunct. 


Washington, D. C., April 1—{Special. 
Some of the army officers on the retired list 
who have associated themselves with the 
militia of various States are,anxious to 
know how their status would be affected 
in the event of war, While the militia is 
under the command of the Governors of 
States, retired army officers may ally them- 
selves with these organizations, but it is 
likely that should the militia forces be called

President the army officers would hazard 
their position in the regular service by con- 
tinued connection with the militia. 

There are 10,000,000 men available for vol- 
unteer duty in this country. The military 
information division has been in receipt of 
reports in regard to the strength; of the 
‘militia force. It appears from these reports 
that there is in the militia organization of 
the country an aggregate organized enlisted 
| strength of 105,166; the total number of 
commissioned officers in the militia is 9,196; 
the number of men available for duty unor- 
ganized is given as 10,301,339. 

All of the States except Delaware, Idaho,

Cavalry and Artillery. 

The cavalry of all the States is armed with 
the Springfield carbine, caliber 48, except 
Illinois, Louisiana, Oregon, South Carolina, 
‘and New Mexico. The Illinois cavalry is 
reported “ same as in lar service.“ In 
Louisiana, in addition to the Springfield 
carbines, there are a few Sharpe's carbines, 
caliber .45; in Oregon the entire force is 
armed with Spencer carbines, caliber .50; in 
South Carolina a few troops are armed with 
the Remington carbine; in New Mexico one 
troop is armed with the Sharpe carbine, 
caliber .50. The greater part of the cavalry 
is armed with the saber and revolver in 
addition to the carbine. 

Thirty-one out of the thirty-nine States 
having artillery organizations have one or 
more gatling guns. Many of the States 
have the 3.2 inch B. L. rifles but a largo 
proportion of the artillery armament is old 
and out of date. 

The equipment, though in slightly better 
shape than last year, is still far from com- 
plete. Considerable improvement has been 
made in the care of the equipment over last 
year. In almost all cases the artillery har- 
ness is reported as old and practically 
worthless. 

The undress uniform in all the States is 
that of the regular army, except that in 
many States a State button is used, and 
sometimes the facings are slightly differ- 
ent. A few organizations have dress uni- 
forms differing from the regular army. 
Pennsylvania issues uniform shoes. 3 

Most of the field and staff officers in all 
the States own their own mounts In Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Illinois, Mississippi, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, South Carolina, 
Tennessee, and Utah the cavalry, horses are 
generally owned by the troops as organiza- 
tions or by the riders. In California, Colo- 
rado, Georgia, Nebraska, and Ohio some of 
the cavalry horsés are owned by the men. 
In Montana the horses of two troops of 
cavalry and part of one battery are owned 
by the men. In Pennsylvania the horses 
are owned in one troop and partly owned in 
another. In Texas the horses in five troops 
and one battery are owned by the men. In 
New Mexico two troops own their mounts, 
In Washington one troop keeps about eight 
horses at its riding hall. Wisconsin the 
troop is now buying its horsés. 

Field Equipment Inadequate. 
During. the last year there has been a 
slight increase in the number of shelter 
tenis, although only five States report any 
at all. Alabama, 100; Georgia, 50; Illinois, 
1,200; Michigan, 250; and Ohio, 1,558. Ala- 
bama now has a reguisition submitted which 
will give the State shelter tents sufficient 
for 500 men. The tentage if reported as 
“ample for the entire guard in Colorado, 
Connecticut, Delaware, Kansas, Nebraska, 
New York, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Vermont, Washington, Wisconsin, and the 
District of Columbia. Arizona and Okla- 


| homa have no tentage of any kind. 


Five States report no mess outfits of any 
kind—Idaho, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
Arizona, and New Mexico. The following 
eighteen States report from two to sixty 
Bugzacott ovens: Alabama, California, 
Connecticut, Indiana, Iowa, Maine, Mary- 
land} Massachusetts, Missouri, Ohio, Penn- 
syivania, Rhode Island, South Dakota, 
Texas, Vermont, West Virginia, Wisconsin, 
and the District of Columbia.

President Takes a Drive. 

There was a breathing spell of several 
hours’ duration in the course of the after- 
noon, and it was at this time that the Pres- 
faent took his customary drive with Mrs.

President Galves of the Cabinet at Ha- 
vana Writes a Personal Letter Ask- 
ing the United States to Keep Hands 
Of Cuba—Says the Insurgents Are 
Only a Small Minority—Insists the 
People of the Island Are Pleased 
with Newly Establighed Home Rule. 


Washington, D. C., April 1—The Cuban. 
government—meaning thereby the present 
home rule authorities in Cuba and not the 
insurgents—has appealed to the President of 
the United States to respect the will of the 
majority of the people of Cuba. The appeal 
declares that the majority represents those 
in favor of home rule under Spanish sover- 
eignty, that the insurgents are in the minor- 
ity, and that the majority has a right to rule 
its own destinies. 

The appeal to the President does not in 
terms protest against the United States 
securing the independence of Cuba, but its 
tenor is to protest against any form of Cu- 
ban government other than that now being 
carried on by the Cuban authorities. 

It was placed in the hands of the President 
this morning and the statement was made 
that it was the direct expression of the Cu- 
ban government itself, without the inspira- 
tion of knowledge of the Spanish govern- 
ment either at Madrid, Havana, or else- 
where: 

The appeal to the President is as follows: 

“The colonial government of Cuba de- 
sires to make known to the President of the 
United States that although fhere are some 
Cubans in arms yet. there is an immense 
number which accepts home rule and is re- 
solved to work zealously under this form of 
government in order to reéstablish peace and 
prosperity to the land. 


Cubans Are Americans. 
“The insurgents form a minority, while 


the interests of civilization by means of 
justice and liberty. The Cuban people is an 
American people, and has, in consequence, a 
perfect right to govern itseli according to its 
own wishes and aspirations, and in no way 
would it be just for a foreign will to impose 
upon it a political. régime which it esteems 
contrary to its happiness and conscience. 
This would be to substitute oppression in- 
stea@ of liberty, 

The Cuban people is now a free people; 
it wishes to-rule fts own destinies, and it

The committee will treat the rescinding of 
the order for the concentration of the Cuban 
non-combatants as a subterfuge and will 
dwell upon the past if not the present treat- 
ment of these unfortunates; will detail the 
Maine incident and attempt to demonstrate 
that it is a sufficient cause for the deciara- 
tion of war if this country were desirous of 
making it such, and also will touch upon the 
injury to American interests caused by the 
Cuban st le as a full justification for our 
interferencé. 

There been an effort to persuade the 
committee that Spain's release of the recon- 
centrados leaves the United States prac- 
tically without excuse for intervention, but 
the committee has not so far been convinced 
by this reasoning, and there is great 
unanimity in the rejection of this view as 
there is in the decision as to the general 
course to be pursued. 

The committee will report on Monday un- 
less it is then made evident that it has been 
impossible for the President to complete his 
promised message for lack of time. The dis- 
position of the committee, ie now against 
much further postponement for any cause.

Putting the last dab of slate 
color paint on the Cincinnati this morning 
completed the work of.preparing the fleet 
for service. The Marblehead is taking on 
coal tonight. Other ships have a full sup- 
ply. Careful discipliné is maintained, and 
but little shore leave is allowed either offi- 
cers or men.

BIG ORDER FOR CANNED MEAT. 


Government Calls on the Hammond 


Packing Company for 900,000. 
Pounds by Fast Freight. 


The G. H. Hammond Packing company

York from Hammond, Ind., without delay.

Waco, Tex, April 1.—[Special. the

The combatants met at 6 e’elock this even- 
ing on South Fourth street, in front of the 
Cotton Belt ticket office, and, after ex- 
changing a few words, both drew and began 
emptying their revolvers into each other's 
bodies. When the battle was over Brann 
was found to be shot in the left Jung, the 
left leg, and the right foot. Davis was shot 
through the right lung and through both of

Ward, were on the street opposite the Cot- 
ton Belt office and were seen crossing the 
street together, going in the direction of 
French's bookstore, Captain Davis’ office 
being between the bookstore and the Cotton 
Belt office.

The difficulty grew out of the Brann-Bay- 
lor feud of lass year. Captain Davis’ daugh- 
ters are pupils of the Baylor University and 
the references made in the Iconoclast to 
Baylor, which were generally construed to. 
mean reflections on the moral character of 
the pupils and faculty, brought forth from 
Captain Davis a denunciation of Brann, de- 
livered in language most forcible and direct. 
In the city campaign now in progress Cap- 
tain Davis was very active. Brann was an 
advocate of a candidate whom Captain Davis 
was seeking to defeat, and that contributed 
in no small extent to the meeting. 

Politics, however, was not the chief cause. 
About a month ago, when the city campaign 
opened, a friend of Brann’s referred to him 
in complimentary terms in the presence of 
Captain Davis and nearly provoked a row. 
Remarks on that occasion made by Captain 
Davis as to the Iconoclast and its editor 
were repeated, it is said, in Brann's hear- 
ing, and Brann's rejoinder was carried to 
Captain Davis. This episode aroused the 
men and increased the bitterness between 
them, which began with the Brann-Baylor 
trouble and grew in intensity when the Ger- 
ald-Harris tragedy occurred last Novémber, 
It was often predicted. that when Brann and 
Captain Davis met there would be blootished, 
Captain’ Davis being a fearless man and 
ready on all occasions to ex himself. . 

The shooting this afternoomi is the second 
tragedy at Waco to be attributed to Brann’s 
publications in the Iconoclast concerning 
Baylor University. The first was the fa- 
mous three-cornered duel of Nov. 19 last 
year, in which Colonel G. 8. Gerald, a de- 
fender of Brann, killed J. W. Harris and W. 
H. Harris. During the Geraid- Harris fight 
W. 8. Jasper, a colored man, was shot in 
the leg by a stray bullet. ‘The Harris broth- 
ers are. sleeping in a double grave at Oak- 
wood, and Colonel Gerald ‘stands charged 
by indictment with killing them. His trial 
is to come up before Judge Scott at the pres- 
ent term of court. 

Colonel. Gerald offered J. W. Harris, the 
editor of the Waco Times-Herald, an article 
for publication censuring the students of 
Baylor University for mobbing Brann, and 
the refusal on the part of Harris to publish 
that article led to a fight, in which Colonel 
Gerald was worsted. Subsequently he pub- 
Ushed a placarc denouncing J. W. Harris. 
The Harris brothers attacked him on the 
street, putting Gerald under a crogs-fire, 
Gera. lost his left arm in the fight, but 
killed both of his antagonists. 

Brann was seen just after he was shot. 
He was at home on a couch, surrounded by 
surgeons. His wife and many friends were 
with him. He is too weak to talk and is 
probably past surgery.. Captain Davis was 
taken to the Pacific Hotel and is regarded 
as mortally wounded, his right lung being 
badly lacerated, Both men are bleeding in- 
ternally. 

Davis made a dying statement in which 
he recited the particulars as given as to his 
feelings concerning Brann, and added that 
Brann, accompanied by Ward, approached 
him at the Pacific Hotel and applied epithets 
to him. Captain Davis’ dying deposition 
states that Brann came to the front of his 
(Davis’) office and addressed him; that 
Brann was drawing his pistol when he drew 
and fired the first shot. 

Ward, Prann's business manager, is under 
arrest. At a late hour both men were alive 
but appeared to be sinking.

But while the bill was under considera- 
tion by the committee Mr. Foss worked 
hard, against strong opposition, to have the 
fighting strength of the navy increased. 
He succeeded in incorporating a provision 
for six torpedo boat destroyers, six torpedo 
boats, three battleships, and a gunboat for 
the lakes. Since then the chances of war 
have increased, and as a result the navy 

is materially benefited by the addition 
mentioned above. 

Just what will particularly please the 
Western people is that they are now as- 
sured of a new gunboat for the lakes, to re- 
place the antiquated Michigan, for which 
they have so long fought. Mr. Boutelle in- 
troduced the bill providing for this ship, as 
told in TAI TrRispune at the time. As a 
separate bill has already passed the Senate 
for this ship, there will be no opposition 
there. 

The total amount carried by the bill ap- 
proximates $40,000,000, which is $9,000,000 
more than was provided last year. 

A very signifjcant occurred while 
an attempt was being made to effect an ar- 
rangement to postpone private bill day until 
Tuesday. The Speaker himself seemed to 
hesitate about asking the consent of the 
House, whereupon Mr. Bromwell [Rep., O.] 
asked, if Tuesday were set apart for private 
bills, whether it would-interfere with a re- 
port from the Foreign Affairs committee.

Senator Lodge replied briefly to this, ad- 
mitting his long advocacy of the acquisition 
of the Danish possessions and explaining his 
efforts to secure action at the present time. 
He said he had called upon the President 
with reference to the purchase of the islands 
and that not only he but the naval officials 
concurred in the opinion that their posses- 
sion would be of inestimabie value in case 
of hostilities in the West Indies. 

Senators Perkins and Elkins, both Repub- 
licans, attacked the purchase proposition as 
unwise, in that it was liable to involve us in 
extra expense and unnecessary entangle- 
ment. Senator Teller stated that ordinarily 
he would favor annexation, and that he had 
done so for many years, but that he would 
not advise an effort to secure action at a 
critical time like the present, when it was 
unwise to bring any proposition calculated 
to create discord afid division. He therefore 
criticised the action of the committee in re- 
porting the resolution at this time.

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| FOR A NAVAL BASE AT HAWAII. 


Long Urges Congress to Es- 
tablish a Fortified Station at 
Pearl Harbor. 


Washington, D. C., April 1.—Secretary 
Long has sent to Congress @ report on the 
project for the. establishment of a naval, 
coaling, and repairing station at Pear! Har- 
bor, Hawali, submitted by Rear Admiral 
Miller, Commender-in-Chief of the naval 
force of the Pacific station. As a result of 
the surveys and examinations made Admiral 
Miller reports that the capabilities of Pearl 
Harbor as an anchorage for vessels of large 
size have beén much exaggerated and that 
the government should acquire possession 
of the whole of the Waipioe Peninsula, com- 
prising 800 acres of land, if a station is to 
be located at Pearl Harbor. 

The price of the land, as held by its pres- 
ent owners, is a fictitious one, and unless im- 
provements are made in Pearl Harbor the 
value would be probably less than $50 per 


acre. 
Secretary Long recommends that Beckon- 
ing Point be selected as a*site for the con- 


templated station on account of its proxim- 


ity to East Loch, which has the largest an- 


chorage, as dry docks may be easily built 
there and as there fs ample space to dock 
and undock vessels of any size. He believes 
the bar can be dredged to a depth of thirty 
feet, as in Honolulu, and within the esti- 
mated sum of $105,000, ‘
